WROTE NOTE TO CHIEF BELL ASKING FOR  FOR- 
GIVENESS—WILL BE TRIED IN NOVEMBER—CHIEF 
IS DOING WELL AND WILL PROBABLY RECOVER. 


RED DEER, June 5.—(Special to the Capital)—After making 
a confession in which he fully admitted his guilt in the shooting of 
George Bell, chief of police at Red Deer, Arthur Francis Kelly, who 
was arrested the morning after the crime was committed, broke 
down and cried like a baby, saying that he was “Put up to the job 
| by others.” He will be taken to Calgary and come up for trial in the 
supreme court at the November sitting there. Bell is holding his 
own, and the doctors in charge at the hospital have intimated that 
he has <2 sood chance of coming through. 

The <2ople who have been in any way connected with the case 
are of the opinion that Kelly is not a criminal, but that he committed 
the attempted murder unwittingly or not knowing that he was kill- 
ing Bell. He intimated that he was under the influence of others 
when he fired the shot that so nearly snuffed out the life of one of 
Red Deer's most popular citizens. After making the confession he 
sent a note to Bell begging forgiveness for the injury he had com- 
mitted. 

The scene in the room when Kelly was making his confession 
was one that moved many strong-hearted officials and citizens to 
tears. Kelly sobbed brokenly when he admitted the deed, praying for 
forgiveness. Regret and sorrow marked every feature of his face and 
he expressed a desire that the wife of the injured man would convey 
his request for forgiveness to Bell. 

It was not necessary to call any witness at the preliminary trial 
which was concluded this morning, the confession of the principal 
being sufficient on which to commit him for trial. He will be sent to 
Calgary to await trial in the supreme court next November. It is 
understood, however, that the prosecution was prepared to call se- 
veral witnesses who would give evidence as to the actions of the 
man immediately before and after the crime was committed and as to 
his character.
